1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Saugor 
Cantonment (Division into Wards) Rules, 1970. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. Division ofl Cantonment Into wards.— For the purpose of elections to the 
Cantonment Board, the Saugor Cantonment shall be divided into the following 
wards; namely: — 

Ward No. I 
Ward No, II 
Ward No. Ill 
Ward No. IV 
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Ward No. V 
Ward No, VI 
Ward No. VII 

3. Boundarlea of wards— The boundaries of each of the said wards shall be 
as specified in the schedule to these rules. 

4. Number of members to be elected. — The number of members to be elected 
from each of the said wards shall be as shown below: 

Ward No. I — 1 
Ward No. II —1 
Ward No, III —1 

Ward No, IV — 1 (Seat reserved for a member of Scheduled Castes), 

Ward No. V —1 
Ward No. VI —1 
Ward No. VII —1

Boundaries of Wards 

Ward No. I 

This ward shall comprise of the areas of Mohals Nos. 1, 2 and 3 of Sadar 
Bazar, i.e. the area bounded by a line starting from the Civil Area boundary 
pillar No. 11 which is situated on the bank of Nallah near the bridge on the 
Southern boundary of the Cantonment Area, From here it runs along the 
Southern boundary of the Cantonment upto Cantonment boundary pillar No, 25 
situated on the Southern side of the Kabma Bridge. From thiB point the boundary 
takes a turn and running towards the North along the Jhansi Hoad joins near 
House No, 10 of Mohal No. 5, the Cross Road between Mohals Nos. 3 and 5 and 
then takes a turn towards the East and it runs on the said Cross Road and joins 
near House No. 20 of Mohal No, 5 the Centre Road (Gandhi Road) and then 
takes a turn towards the South and runs along the Centre (Gandhi) Road and 
joins near House No. 31 of Mohal No. 2 the cross Road between Mohals Nos. 2 
and 3 and then takes a turn towards the East and runs along the cross Road 
between Mohals Nos. 2 and 4 and joins near D. N, Cantonment Board High 
School the Raithore Road at the crossing of Narsingpur and Raithore Road. From 
here it runs towards the South and joins Civil Area boundary pillar No. 9-B and 
then joins the Civil Area boundary pillar No. 10 and on taking a turn towards the 
South runs along the Civil Area boundary and running along the boundary line 
of Civil Area joins the Civil Area boundary pillar No. 11 and ends there. 

Ward No. n 

This ward shall comprise of the area of Mohals Nos. 4, 5, 0, 7 and 8 of Sadar 
Bazar, i.e. the area bounded by a line starting from the crossing of the Raithore 
Road and the Narsingpur Hoad, near D> N. Cantonment Board High School and 
it runs towards the North along the Raithore Road upto House No. 99 of Mohal 
No. 8 and joins the Cross Road between Mohals Nos. 8 — 10 and 7—9 and then It 
takes a turn towards the West and runs along the Cross Road between Mohal 
Nos. 8 — 10 and 7 — 9 and joins the Jhansi Road near House No. 1 of Mohal No. 7 
and then it takes a turn towards the South and runs along the Jhansi Road upto 
House No. 10 of Mohal No. 5 and joins the Cross Road between Mohals Nos. 3' — 5 
and 4 — 6 and then It turns towards the East and runs along the Cross Road 
between Mohals Nos. 5 and 3 and joins the Centre (Gandhi) Road near House 
No. 28 of Mohal No. 5 and then takes a turn towards the South and runs along 
the Centre (Gandhi) Road and joins near House No. 31 of Mohal No. 2 the Cross 
Road between Mohals Nos. 4 and 2 and then it takes a turn towards the East 
and runs along the said Cross Road and the boundary line of this Ward joins 
near D, N. Cantonment Board High School the crossing of the Narsingpur and 
the Raithore Roads and ends there. 

Ward No. Ill 

This Ward shall comprise of the areas of Mohals Nos. 9, 10, 11 and 12 of 
Sadar Bazar l.e. the area bounded by a line starting from the point obtained by 
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extending towards the East the Southern Boundary line of Sy. No; 31)4/1470 
(Old Harijan Quarters in Mohal No. 11) and on its joining the Eastern Boundary 
of the Civil Area of the Cantonment between Civil Area Boundary Pillars Nos. 

6 and 6 A, From here the boundary line runs towards the West along the Southern 
Boundary of Sy. No. 304/1470 and then joins in a straight line the North-East 
corner of Sy. No. 304/1537 (85) and then running along the Northern boundaries 
of Sy. Nos. 304/1537(85) and 304/1537(84) joints the Raithore Road near House 
No. 56 of Mohal No. 6 and then it takes a turn towards the North and runs along 
the Raithore Road, joins near House No. 90 of Mohal No. 8 the Cross Road 
between Mohals Nos. 8 and 10 and then It takes a turn towards the West and 
runs along the Cross Road between Mohals Nos. 8 — 10 and 9 — 7, joins the Jhansi 
Road near House No. 1 of Mohal No. 7 and then it takes a turn towards the North 
and runs along the Jhansi Road and passes through the 2nd bridge over the Nallah 
on the Jhansi Road, near House No. 8 of Mohal No. 14 and from this point it 
takes a turn towards the East and runs along the Northern Course of the Nallah, 
between Mohals Nos. 14 — 12, and joins the Centre (Gandhi) Road near House 
No. 77 of Mohal No. 14 and then it takes a turn towards the South and runs 
along the Centre (Gandhi) Road and joins near House No. 104 of Mohal No, 12 
the Cross Road between Mohals Nos. 10 — 13 and 9 — 12 and then it takes a turn 
towards the East and running along the Cross Road between Mohals Nos. 10 
and 13 joins the Raithore Road near House No. 31 of Mohal No. 13 and then it 
takes a turn towards the North and running along the Raithore Road joins the 
bridge over the Nallah near House No. 13 of Mohal No. 16 and then it takes a 
turn towards the East and running along the Northern Course of the Nallah joins 
the well known as ‘Jharia well', situated on the South-Eastern corner of Mohal 
No. 15, and running along the Course of the Nallah it joins the Eastern boundary 
of the Civil Area of the Cantonment and then it takes a turn towards the South 
and running along the Eastern Boundary of Civil Area of the Cantonment, along 
the Civil Area Boundary Pillars Nos. 5, 6 the boundary line of this Ward joins 
the point of start between Civil Area Boundary Pillar Nos. 6 and 6A and ends 
there. 

Ward No. IV 

This ward shall comprise of the areas of Mohals Nos. 13, 14, 15, 16 of Sadar 
Bazar and the Kajliban area i.e. the area bounded by a Line starting from the 
well, known as ‘Jharia well’ situated on the South-East corner of Mohal No. 16 
and running towards the East joins the Eastern Boundary of the Civil Area of 
the Cantonment and on taking a turn towards the North runs along the Eastern 
Boundary of the Civil Area and on taking a turn towards the West runs along 
the Civil Area Boundary of the Cantonment and joins near House No. 66 of 
Mohal No. 10 the metalled road in front of Mohals No. 16, 15 and 14 and running, 
along the said metalled road, towards the West joins the Cantonment Boundary 
Pillar No, 24-A situated on Jhansi Road. From here the boundary line of this 
Ward runs along the Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 24B, 24C, 24D and then 
Joins the Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 25 near Kabula Bridge situated on the 
Jhansi Hoad. From here it takes a turn towards the North and runs along the 
Jhansi Road and passes through the second bridge on the Nallah and reaches 
near the House No. 8 of Mohal No, 14 and from here it takes a turn towards 
the East and running along the Northern Course of the Nallah, which is passing 
between Mohals Nos. 14—12, 15 — 13, 16 — 11, it joins the Centre (Gandhi) Road 
near House No. 77 of Mohal No. 14 and then it takes a turn towards the South 
and runs along the Centre (Gandhi) Road and joins, near House No. 104 of Mohal 
No. 12, the Cross Road between Mohals Nos. 12 — 9 and 13 — 10 and then it takes 
a turn towards the East and runs along the Cross Road between Mohals Nos. 10 
and 13, joins the Raithore Road near House No, 31 of Mohal No. 13. From here 
it takes a turn towards the North and runs along the Raithore Road and passes 
through the bridge on the Nallah near House No. 13 of Mohal No. 16 and takes 
a turn towards the East and runs along the Northern Course of the said Nallah 
and joins the point of start at the well known as * Jharia weir and ends there. 

Ward No. V 

This Ward comprises of the Areas covered by Mohal No. 17, OCL, part of 
Parade Chak (Old Race Course Area and the Agricultural Plots situated on the 
West of the Veterinary Road) NIB, Bungalow No. 1, Jhansi Road, Maria and 
Bhainsa Chak, Gwala Huts, RAB, Cavalry Hill Area situated on the west of the 
Haig Road and the North of the Infantry (Peshwa) Road, BIB, and the followers 
lines on the West of BIB l.e. the area bounded by a line starting from the crossing 
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of the Raithore and the Narsingpur Road, near D. N. Cantonment Board, Hign 
School. From here it runs in me Northern direction along the Raithore Road 
and joins the Crss Road between Monal No* 6 and 8 near House No. 50 oi Mohal 
No. 0 and it takes a turn towards the East and runs along the southern boundary 
line of Ward No. Ill and joins the Eastern boundary line of the said ward and 
running towards North along the Eastern Boundary lines of Wards Nos. Ill and 
of Ward No. IV takes a turn towards the West along the Northern boundary 
line of Ward No. IV and joins Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 24-A. From 
Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 24-A it runs along the Western Boundary line 
of the Cantonment limits upto Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 18 and from the 
Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 18 it takes a turn towards the East and runs 
along the Northern boundary line of the Cantonment limits upto Cantonment 
Boundary Pillar No. 13. From this point it takes a turn towards the South and 
runs through Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 12 upto Cart Track and joins the 
Haig (Shivaji) Road near Cemetry and then running towards the south along the 
Haig Road joins the Mall Road near Children’s Pai'k of Mahar Regiment Centre 
and then it takes a turn towards the west and running along the metalled road 
joins the newly laid Mall Road and runs along the Mall Road and passes from 
the East of the BIB and then running along the Mall Road, towards the south, 
joins the Narsingpur Road near the Temple known as “Parade Hanuman Temple”. 
From here it takes a turn towards the west and runs along the Narsingpur Road 
upto D. N. Cantonment Board High School and then joins the point of starts at 
the crossing of the Narsingpur and the Raithore Roads and ends there. 

Ward No. VI 

This ward shall comprise of the areas of Patkui Chak, Semra Chak, Old Sadar 
(including MES buildings in the Old Sadar Area, Convent School) part of the 
Cavalry Hill area falling on the East of the Haig Road, Military Hospital, MES 
Colony (old P. C. Wing Area) Amrod Chak (including the Military Buildings 
erected in this area) Bungalow No. 4 and all the MES and other Buildings on 
the West of it including Bungalow No. 5 and 48, Cantonment Board Office Build- 
ing, the R. C. Church and part of Parade Chak (including MES buildings erected 
in this area) situated on the North of Bina-Katni Railway Track upto its crossing 
by Sadar Bazar Road and then further on the North of Sadar Bazar Road upto 
its crossing by the MES (Turner Lines) Road, the East of MES (Turner Lines) 
Road, the South of the Narsingpur Road and the West of the Mall Road, i.e. the 
area bounded by a line starting from the Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 12 
situated on the Northern Boundary of the Cantonment limits. Form here, the 
boundary of th$ Ward starts towards the East and runs along the Northern and 
then the Eastern limits of the Cantonment Area and passes through the Canton- 
ment Boundary Pillars Nos. 11, 10, 9, 8, 7, 6, 6-B, 6-A, 5, 4, 3, 2 and joins the 
Cantonment Boundary Pillar No, 1 situated on the Jabalpur Road. From this point 
it takes a turn towards the West and runs along the Jabalpur Road and joins 
the South-Eastern corner of Bungalow No. 24 Sy No. 484 and then it takes a turn 
towards the North and runs along the Eastern boundaries of Bungalow No. 24 
Bungalow No. 23, Bungalow. No. 22, Bungalow No, 45 Sy. No. 460 (Dularay’s Dairy 
Farm) Bungalow No. 14, Bungalow No. 53, Bungalow No. 9, Bungalow No. 7, 
Bungalow No, 0 and joins the Bina-Katni Railway track near Bungalow No, 6. 
From here it takes a turn towards the West and runs along the Bina-Katni Rail- 
way Track and Joins near Nursery Garden, the Sadar Bazar Road. From here it 
runs along the Sadar Bazar Road towards the West and joins the MES (Turner 
Lines) Road. From here it takes a turn towards the North and runs along the 
MES (Turner Lines) Road and joins the Narsingpur Road near Station Work- 
shop. From this point it takes a turn towards the East and runs along the 
Narsingpur Road and joins the Mall Road near the Temple known as “Parade 
Hanuman Temple” and then on taking a turn towards the North it runs along 
the Mall Road and passes from the East of BIB, and joins the Haig (Shivaji) 
Road near Mahar Regiment Centre Children’s Park and then running towards 
the North along the Haig (Shivaji) Road joins the Cart Track near Cemetry and 
running along the said Cart Track joins the point of start situated at the Canton- 
ment boundary pillar No. 12 and ends there. 

Ward No. VH 

This ward shall comprise of the areas of the Bungalows Nos. 6 to 53 excluding 
Bungalow No- 48 the part of Parade Chak Area situated on the South of the Bina- 
Katni Railway Track as well as the Sadar Bazar Road and the areas around the 
Hathikhana Quarry situated on the West of the MES (Turner Lines) Road, the 
Military Unit area (named as Koregoan) situated on the South of the Jabalpur 
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Road including the House erf Lachman Gwala i.e. the area bounded by a line start- 
ing from the South-Eastern corner of Bungalow No. 24 situated on the Jabalpur 
Road. From here it runs along the said Road towards the East and Joins Canton- 
ment boundary pillar No. 1 and on taking a turn towards the South it runs along 
the Eastern boundary of the Cantonment and joins Cantonment boundary pillar 
No. 45 and runs through the Cantonment boundary pillars Nos. 45, 44, 43, 42, 41 
and 40, From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 40 it takes a turn towards the West 
and runs through the line of Cantonment boundary pillara Nos. 39, 38, 37, 36, 
35, 34-B, 34-A, 34, 33, 32 and 31 situated on the Southern boundary limit of the 
Cantonment. From here it takes a turn towards the North and passes through the 
Cantonment boundary line joined by Cantonment boundary pillars Nos. 30, 29+B, 
29-A, 29, 28, 27 and 26 and joins the Civil Area boundary pillar No. 11. From 
here It takes a turn towards the North and runs along the Eastern boundary line 
of ward No. I and reaches near the D. N. Cantt. Board High School at the point 
of crossing of Haithore and the Narsingpur Roads. From here it takes a turn 
towards the East and runs along the Narsingpur Road, towards the East upto 
near the Station Workshop near the MES (Turner Lines) Road. From here it 
takes a turn towards the South and runs along the MES (Turner Lines) Road and 
joins near the field of Shri Halkay Patel the Sadar Bazar Road and then it runs 
towards the East along the Sadar Bazar Road and joins the Bina-Katni Railway 
Track near Nursery Garden. From this point it runs towards the East along the 
said Railway Track and joins the boundary of ward No. VI, near Bungalow No. 6. 
From this point It runs towards the South along the Western boundary of ward 
No. VI (i.e. by the Eastern sides of Bungalows Nos. 0, 7, 9, 53, 14, Dularey’s 
Dairy (Sy, No. 460), 45, 22, 23 and 24) and joins the South-Eastern comer of 
Bungalow No. 24 and ends there.

S.R.O, 143.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to the posts of Chowkidar-cum-sweeper In the Directorate 
of Public Relations in the Ministry of Defence, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Ministry 
of Defence (Directorate of Public Relations) Chowkidar-cum-Sweeper Recruit- 
ment Rules, 1970 . 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2 . Application. — These rules shall apply to the post as specified in column 2 of 
the Schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Number, classification and scale of pay. — The number of the said posts, their 
classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified In columns 
3 to 5 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected 
therewith shall be as specified in colmns 6 to 14 of the Schedule aforesaid: 

Provided that the maximum age limit specified in column 7 of the said Schedule 
may be relaxed In the case of candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes, Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories of persons, in accordance with the orders 
of the Central Government issued from time to time. 

5. Disqualifications. — (a) No person, who has more than one wife living or who 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of Its taking place during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to any of the said post; and 

(b) no woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to any of 
the said posts; 
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Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

0, Power of relax, — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, and for reasons to be recorded 
In writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect of any class or 
category of persons /posts.
